FARMS FOUND 
DUTY OF M.O.H. 



Newmarket town council 
agreed at its Monday night 
meeting that the regulation of 
mink farms was not within the 
scope of council activity. "It is 
a matter for the board of 
health," Reeve F. A. Lundy, who 
was acting mayor in the absence 
of Mayor Dr. L. W. Dales, who 
was unable to attend, told the 
council members at the Monday 
night meeting. 

At a previous meeting, coun- 
cillors had discussed the possibil- 
ity of licensing and otherwise 
regulating the keeping of live- 
stock within the municipal 
limits. A request for such action 
had been made by Dr. J. H. 
Wesley, medical officer of 
health. Mayor Dales urged Inv 
mediate action and the town 
solicitor, N. L. Mathews, K.C., 
was asked to report on possible 
legislation. 

M I have spoken to the officials 
of the provincial department of 
game and fisheries which licens- 
es mink farms In Ontario," Mr. 
Mathews told council. "Their 
legislation would not interfere 
with any action on the part of 
the town to prohibit mink farm- 
ing within the limits of the 
municipality. However, the 
wording of the legislation, under 
which the town might act to pre- 
vent mink farming reads, 'the 
prohibition of cows, sheep, swine 
and other animals,* which is in- 
terpreted as meaning other do- 
mestic animals. A mink is not a 
domestic animal and I would not 
advise the town to act under this 
legislation.

A WORTHY PROJECT 

The Newmarket Veterans' Association is plan- 
ning a permanent memorial to the men and 
women of Newmarket who served in this and 
the last war in the form of a published record 
of the local effort. Tentatively, the book has 

- 

been considered in the form of a military history 
of Newmarket dating as far back as authentic 
records go. 

It is planned that the book will record not only 
the names and deeds of the fighting men and wo- 
men but also the work done by the Newmarket 
Red Cross, the lions club, the Women's Institute, 
and all ether organizations which have devoted 
time, money and labor towards the war effort 

Before embarking on this work, the Newmar- 
ket veterans are anxious to sound out public 
opinion since it is planned to meet part of the 
cost at least through the sale of copies. The 
veterans also look forward to grants from inter- 
ested organizations. However, the memorial 
book will have little or no value unless the pub- 
lic feels the need for such a record. It is, to 
determine the extent of that need that the vet- 
?7erans are conducting their poll 
* It is to be hoped that those polled by the vet- 
erans will join in urging that the project be 
carried on. Newmarket need take second place 
to no municipality its size in extent of effort 
and sacrifices it has made to help bring this war 
to a successful conclusion. A tangible record of 
the effort would be a lasting source of inspira- 
tion to this and all succeeding generations as 
well as stimulating civic pride in the traditions 
which have developed through the years of the 
town's growth. 



EXTENDING TOWN LIMITS 



services beyond the municipal limits is to in- 
corporate outside residential areas within the 
town limits. Several advantages recommend 
such a move. It provides a fairer distribution of 
taxes. It safeguards real estate values within 
the town. It provides a larger' and steadier in- 
come for the town. 

At the present time, it is possible for an out- 
side resident to send one child to public school 
in Newmarket at less cost to him than the school 
tax is to a property owner in town. If Alain St. 
were widened, the cost would be borne by tax- 
payers inside the town but those living outside 
the town would benefit by the improved accessi- 
bility to the shopping district Residents just 
outside the town enjoy such municipal facilities 
as the arena but they do not share in its cost. If 
those areas outside the to/vn were incorporated 
within the town limits, those costs would be 
spread over a wider area with a consequent less- 
ening of the burden on the individual tax payer. 
If residential areas outside the town are able 
to purchase town services without payment of 
town taxes, more building will be done outside 
the town than within the town limits. The result 
will be a fall in real estate values within the 
town. If, however, residential sections are 
placed on a equal footing, real estate values are 
subject only to normal fluctuations. 

Finally, taxes from residential sections now 
outside the town, would represent a steady in- 
come for the municipal treasury. While the in- 
corporation of such areas would mean additional 
expenditure in roads, etc., once the first expenses 
were paid, that property woulcT represent addi- 
tional spending power for the town enabling the 
municipality to provide additional improvements. 

9 There is every advantage to Newmarket in in- 
corporating these oulside residential areas. The 
residents would not unduly suffer since Newmar- 
ket has not a high tax rate. They would benefit 
through the provision of all municipal services at 
a far better standard than provided in the town- 
ships. If the construction of residences continues 
as every sign suggests it will, Newmarket will 
sooner or later meet this issue in a more complex 
form. It will be better if Newmarket decides 

now to extend its limits. 
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An issue of considerable importance to New- 
market was given a preliminary airing at the 
Monday night meeting of the council when J. B. 
Waterhouse appeared on behalf of six other 
petitioners from outside the corporation limits to 
ask the town to provide them with water. The 
petitioners offered to pay a portion of the cost of 
installing mains and apparently expected to pay 
a higher rate for their water than do the resi- 
dents within the limits. 

What the council must decide is to what extent 
the town can be expected to provide services for 
residents just beyond the corporation limits. 
Essential to such consideration is the existing 
capacity of town services. For example, Deputy- 
Reeve Arthur D. Evans pointed out that there is 
considerable need for increasing the town water 
supply and Councillor Frank Bowser drew atten- 
tion to the overloaded condition of Prospect 
Ave. main sewer. If the council believes it feas- 
ible to sell municipal services beyond the corpor- 
ation limits, the present services must be 
enlarged and extended at considerable cost 

A second point relevant to such consideration is 
that the sale of municipal services to out of town 
customers involves considerable financial activity. 
Such a move places the municipal council in the 
position of a business firm, buying and selling. 
It is questionable whether a town council is in a 
position to act m thb way with necessary 
efficiency. 

The alternative to the extension of municipal

If he 
wants to be coy and be chased with all the 
devices (hat are in the fishing catalogues, then he 
can forget it.

The old hymns have still there 
ancient power to move us, and 
the words of the Rsalms are still 
the towers of strength they al- 
ways were. Everywhere there 
was a challenge to us, culminat- 
ing in Mr. King's speech, to face 
the future with a new outlook on 
life — a new sense of our respon- 
sibility in the building of the 
"brave new world." Remember- 
ing that it is a world built on 
blood and sacrifice and tears, 
can we do less than our best? 

There are so many that this 
war has left maimed in body, 
heart and souL If we would 
help to bind these wounds, then 
we must put something new into 
the business of living. The shout- 
ing and the tumult have died 
shouting and the tumult has died 
now; the captains and the kings 
are departing to take up new 
lives, but the ancient sacrifice of 
humble and contrite hearts stays 
where it always should be- 
within us — to prod us on in our 
endeavors, to keep us from pride, 
and to plant deep within our 
hearts, love of God and man.

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A charge of dangerous driving, 
laid against Richard Halford by 
Constable William Hill of Sutton 
following an accident which re- 
sulted in the death of Alexis 
Thibeault, was dismissed by 
Magistrate H. R. Poison in 
magistrate's court here on Fri- 
day. 

A light truck, driven by ac- 
cused, turned over while negoti- 
ating the turn on the county 
road north of Baldwin on July 
20. The accused, Mr. Thibeault, 
and Paul Thibeault, son of the 
dead man, were riding in the 
truck at the tlhie of the accident 
Mr. Thibeault died immediately 
but the other two were unhurt 
except for bruises and con- 
tusions. 

Constable Hill told the court 
that with Constable Carl Morton 
he was called to the scene of the 
accident at 7.3Q p.m., July 20. "1 
found the truck upside down on 
the shoulder of the road" he 
said. 'The accused told me that 
he had been braking his truck 
as he approached the <*urve 
when something seemed to jerk 
the wheel out of his hand." 

Paul Thibeault said the brakes 
appeared to lock as they ap- 
proached the corner. Steve 
Johnson, a nearby farmer, was 
first on the scene of the accident. 
He testified that in his opinion, 
ten miles per hour was a reason- 
able speed to round the corner. 

The accused stated that he had 

been driving transport trucks 
since he was 18 years old. He 
said he had been driving around 
the corner where the accident 
occurred at least six times a day 
for the past six months. "As we 
approached the corner, I put the 
brakes on to slow the truck," he 
said. "The brakes locked and 
threw the truck to one side. 
That was all I remembered until 
after the accident." 

Evidence was introduced 
showing a bolt had loosened on 
the brake band. 

C.T.S. Evans, defence counsel, 
said in his argument that there 
had been no evidence of reck- 
lessness or indifference to pub- 
lic safety on the part of the ac- 
cused, fle argued the accident 
was caused by mechanical fail- 
ure. Crown Attorney Arleigh 
Armstrong offering no objection, 
the charge was dismissed. 

A total in fines amounting to 
$22 was levied against Joseph 
Irwin who was charged on three 
counts: failure to produce regis- 
tration certificate, possession of 
liquor without liquor board 
sanction, and possession of liquor j 
in an illegal place. Accused] 
pleaded guilty to all three j 
charges. | 

Constable Burbidge testified 
that he spoke to accused in aj 
Lake Simcoe hotel and accused 
was unable to show his registra- 
tion certificate. Accompanied 
by Constable Hill, he said he 
searched accused's hotel room 
and found five bottles of rye 
liquor. The room was not regis- 
tered in accused's name, he 
stated.

At this time it is interesting to 
recall a bit of Aurora public 
Library history. In 1S55 the lib- 
rary was formed as part of the 
Aurora Mechanics' Institute 
which received a charter in 1856 
after incorporating upon the ad- 
vice of Joseph Hartman, MP. 
The organization had originally 
been called The Aurora Associa- 
tion For The Difussion Of Use- 
ful Knowledge. In 1858, 50 
pounds was spent to start the lib- 
rary. Until 1905 the library was 
run in conjunction with the op- 
eration of Mechanics* Hall by the 
Mechanics* Institute directors. 

By 1905 the situation of the 
library was so bad that a sub- 
scription was taken. The sub- 
scribers who contributed $5 each 
included Jas. Whimster, 7. M. 
Walton, T. H, Lennox, N. C. 
Towns and Co., D. A. Ratcliffe, 
S. H. Lundy, C. C. Richardson, 
Wm. Ough, Dr. Rutherford, W. 
J. Bassets Caster and Davey, W. 
J. Knowles, G. S. Baldwin and 
Thos. Sisman. In all $75 was 
collected and to this the town 
added $100 upon the condition 
that it be made a public library. 

The late Frederick McNally, 
appointed librarian in 1895, was 
retained as librarian and the late 
C. W. Mulloy was the first chair- 
man of the board. In 1910, the 
late Miss Ida Clark was appointed 
librarian, a post she held for 20 
years when she was succeeded by 
Mrs. Dorothy Bunn who held the 
post until Miss Marjorie An- 
drews, the present librarian, was 
appointed In 1934. 

Among those who have been 
chairmen of the board are C. W. 
Mulloy, 19OS-07; J. M. Walton, 
1907; Rev. Walter Amos, 1908- 
1911; John G. McDonald, 1911- 



1915; Thos. Griffiths. 1916; Thom- 
as Scrivener, 1917; Dr. Ford But- 
ler, 1918; Rev. P. R. Soanes, 1919- 
21; J. G. McDonald, 1921-34; 
Mrs. C. J. Devins, 1934-43; Wil- 
fred Adams. 

One of the greatest friends the 
library ever had was the late 
Herbert Fleury who contributed 
time, money and interest in 
making the library a success. 
Other names of those who con- 
tributed yeoman service in the 
past include Charles Webster, 
Charles Bailey, M. H. Thompson, 
Rev. T. H. Mussen, Mrs. H. H. 
Allen, Mrs. Clara Blewett and 
Mrs. J. D. Wilcox. 

The library moved to its pres- 
ent site in 1922 from Wellington 
St. west where the late A. J. 
Wise had his plumbing shop. 
Previous to that the library was 
located upon. the site of the pres- 
ent new municipal building on 
Yonge St 

The library is growing in pop- 
ularity and is a credit to the 
municipality* With its new site 
it should enter a new era of 

popularity and expansion.

when Mount Albert was called 
Hewlattd* P.O. in 1864; an 1864 
Insurance ieceipt from the Agri- 
cultural Mutual Assurance Assoc- 
iation. There was also a notice 
telling of pathmaster appoint- 
ment and asking for the neces- 
sary declaration of qualification 
within 20 days, dated 1864 from 
East Gwillimbury township 
office. A later assessment slip 
for 1878 called for taxes on the 
(Lake Simcoe junction railway, 
j$4.86, county rate, $5.70, town- 
ship rate, $3, dog tax, $1. 

A coup of a will made in 1850 
was written so well that it put 
to shame many of those written 
today. Small, hand-painted phot- 
os of the late Thos. Harrison and 
his wife were a work of art of 
the years gone by.
